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Samuel J. Campbell Awarded Honorary Degree

Samuel James Campbell, a nationally 
prominent business executive, was award- 
ed an honorary Doctor of Laws degree 
during convocation ceremonies on the 
Shimer campus June 4. 

Campbell is chairman of the board 
of Kable News Company, national magazine 
distributors, a director of Lumberman's 
Mutual Casualty Company, Federal Mutual 
Insurance Company, Economy Fire and 
Casualty Company, and Fidelity Life As- 
sociation, and chairman of the board 
of the Catalina Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion of Tucson, Arizona. 

Campbell is a life trustee and former 
chairman of the board of Beloit College, 
Beloit, Wisconsin. He was awarded honor- 
ary Doctor of Laws degrees from Beloit 
in 1963 and from Lincoln Memorial Uni- 
versity, Harrogate, Tennessee in 1939. 

Campbell was elected to Shimer's board 
of trustees in 1924. He served as chair- 
man of the board from 1934 to 1955, 
during which time Shimer completed the 
transition from a junior college for wo- 



men to a four-year, co-educational 
college. In 1958 he was elected an honor- 
ary trustee. 

In addition to serving the college as a 
board member, he and his family have 
been major benefactors of Shimer. Among 
their many contributions to the college is 
the Campbell Memorial Library, built in 
honor of Campbell's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Campbell. 

Campbell graduated from Stanford Uni- 
versity in California in 1914. For one year, 
in 1909, he attended Shimer College as a 
special student. He began his career as 
president of the First Carroll County 
State Bank in Mt. Carroll, later became 
a partner in Blake Brothers Company, 
Mt. Morris. During World War n, he 
served as a lieutenant commander in the 
United States Navy. 

Following the June 4 Convocation cere- 
monies, Mr. and Mrs. Campbell were 
honored at a late afternoon reception 
in Sawyer House.

The Danforth Foundation program has 
grown out of a concern that "Black 
Studies" will be taught before it is de- 
fined and that far too few qualified teach- 
ers are prepared to focus on the ex- 
perience of the blacks. This new pro- 
p-am is designed to give experienced 
teachers additional background and en- 
richment in what has become one of the 
most pressing curriculum-related prob- 
lems facing institutions of higher edu- 
cation in the United States today.
